Figuring Your Actual Tax

This last article of the Tax P rim ­ 
er takes u p thè» final step in filling 
ou t Form 1040 — figu ring y ou r ac­ 
tu al tax . 
It also describes what happens 
to y ou r retu rn after it is filed and, 
lastly , it giv es some rem inders to 
those of y ou who mu st file a Dec­ 
laration of Estim ated Tax for the 
cu rrent y ear 1957. 
If y ou are u sing Form 1040 y ou 
will enter in item 12, page 1 of 
Form 1040 the tax from either the 
Tax Table (see article 11) or the 
Tax Compu tation Schedu le on page 
2 of Form 1040.

The thin g bein g sav ed is the Un ited Nation s. 
This has been ackn owledged by Presiden t Eisen ­ 
hower in his statem en t to the n ation . 
U.N. prestige rose when the British an d 
Fren ch pu lled ou t of a war again st Egy pt 
the Un ited Nation s said they n ev er shou ld hav e 
started. They agreed. They n ev er wou ld hav e 
started it if An thon y Eden had n ot gon e off his 
political rocker at a critical momen t. 
The su n came u p when the rooster crowed; 
the rooster took the credit. 
Bu t Israel was in that war, too — an d it was 
n ot im pressed when the rooster crowed. It has 
ev ery thin g to gain an d n othin g to lose by 
sittin g on its m ilitary gain s. For the first time 
in y ears, it has Egy pt off its back. 
The Un ited Nation s either mu st fin d a way 
to m ake Israel seem to comply with its order to 
qu it sittin g on its m ilitary gain s or lose face. 
This is the test, all right. The last time the 
Un ited Nation s was defied, the Korean War was 
the resu lt, an d there is n ot goin g to be an other 
Korean War.

It 
is 
con serv ativ ely 
estim ated 
there are n ow ten to twlev e mil 
lion lay men en gaged in the pro­ 
gram s of their cou n cils an d con ­ 
feren ces on the local, region al an d 
n ation al lev el. 
The work they are doin g in su p­ 
port of their religiou s faith, both 
in an d ou t of the organ ized chu rch, 
is the su bject of mu ch discu ssion . 
As on e au thority pu t it recen tly , 
“The u psu rge of in terest on the 
part of lay men is the greatest sin ­ 
gle factor in the n ew dev elopmen t 
of chu rch life an d religion in the 
Un ited States.” 
Yet, there are two miscon cep­ 
tion s which appear to be qu ite 
prev alen t in this situ ation . On e is

gy men . The other is the feelin g 
that the spiritu al side of life is 
somethin g separate an d a p a r t 
from m aterial 
thin gs 
an d 
that, 
somehow, the two aren ’t su pposed 
to mix . 
Actu ally , it 
shou ld 
n ot 
seem 
stran ge for a lay man to draw on 
his religiou s beliefs du rin g t h e 


daily rou tin e of his job ex per 
ien ces. If the prin ciples of 
his 
faith are a defin ite part of 
his 
life, they are as mu ch a part of 
him as his skill or kn owledge of 
his work, an d they are as import­ 
an t to him as the ru les of pro­ 
cedu re or 
stan dards 
of 
perfor­ 
man ce of the job in which he is 
en gaged. 
Isn ’t this what the clergy wan ts 
an d what the chu rch pu rposes to 
do? Certain ly , we are n ot 
a 11 
mean t to be profession al cu rch- 
men bu t, rather, we are mean t to 
follow the ten ets of ou r faith in 
ou r ev ery day liv es in su ch a way 
as to perform the essen tial ser­ 
v ice of the m in istry of the lay man . 
This is basic in the program of an 
organ ization of chu rchmen . It is 
basic in the pu rpose of 
t h e 
chu rch. There shou ld be n othin g a 
clergy man wan ts more from the 
men in his con gregation . 
As to the qu estion of div ision 
between spiritu al an d m aterial in ­ 
terests, why shou ld there be su ch 
a div ision ? Is there an y greater 
n eed in the world today than the 
impact of the spiritu al on the m a­ 
terial problems that face u s? 
Life isn ’t mean t to be div ided, 
with the spiritu al on on e side an d 
the m aterial on the other. Worldly 
thin gs aren ’t separate an d apart 
from God. He, too, is a part of 
this world. He, too. is in terested 
in ev ery activ ity in it.

It has been a y ear sin ce the No. 1 Commu n ist 
in Ru ssia read the riot act again st Stalin ism. 
It has been n early fou r y ears sin ce Stalin ’s 
death. 
Yet in the face of ev iden ce that R u ssian s 
still in the political tu rmoil that began when 
Stalin died, m an y of u s clin g to the belief 
that ev ery thin g mu st be the sam e as it was 
when he was still aliv e. 
In the same way , we believ ed du rin g World 
War II that the law of perpetu al chan ge had 
been su spen ded in Japan du rin g World War 
II an d were aston ished afterward to 
learn 
abou t the scope an d v iolen ce of that cou n try ’s 
in tern al deterioration du rin g the war y ears. 
Before the war began , on the other han d, 
we had fou n d it impossible to believ e that 
R u ssia’s ability to defen d itself had chan ged 
for the better sin ce its collapse in World War I. 
Ev en con spicu ou s an d far - reachin g chan ges 
in the Un ited States are den ied stou tly 
by 
those who do n ot fin d it pleasan t to ackn ow­ 
ledge that chan ge is a law of life for gov ern ­ 
m en t as well as people. 
Ev ery thou ghtfu l observ er of n ation alist stir­ 
rin gs in Asia an d Africa has emphasized that 
these are sign s of chan ges whose effect can 
be den ied on ly at the peril of those who n eed 
to chan ge their own con cepts in accordan ce. 
The on ly thin g that n ev er chan ges is chan ge, 
itself. A y ear after Khru shchev ’s con fession that 
Stalin shou ld hav e been killed lon g before he 
fin ally died — or perhaps was killed — it is 
a safe bet that the Sov iet Un ion is in the 
throes of a post - Stalin rev olu tion . 


Frie n d sh ip With Isra e l 


Israel has had n o better frien d than t h e 
Un ited States, whose moral su pport an d wealth 
hav e been the prin cipal factors in its ex isten ce 
as a repu blic. 
Again st this backgrou n d, which in itself is a 
large part of the reason for Arab hostility to 
the West an d to the Un ited States in parti­ 
cu lar, the Un ited States has asked Israel to 
believ e in its con tin u ed good in ten tion s. * 
Specifically , it has asked Israel to reliev e 
pressu re on the Un ited Nation s while it is try in g 
to fin d a way ou t of the dilemma of how to 
preserv e peace between irrecon cilable forces in 
the 
Middle 
E ast. 
The Un ited States is willin g to go to great 
len gths to preserv e peace an d at the same 
tim e to preserv e Israel. It has asked in retu rn 
that Israel believ e in its good faith an d take 
U S. pledges at their face v alu e. 
The Un ited States also has the problem of 
m ain tain in g good relation s with Israel’s n eigh­ 
bors in the Middle East. This may be impos­ 
sible. Perhaps it simply can n ot be don e that 
Way . 
If so, hope of peace in the Middle East is 
in v ain . Great Britain an d Fran ce — an d Israel 
•r- were right in resortin g to death an d terror 
to accomplish what they despaired of accom­ 
plishin g by n egotiation . 
If Israel rejects n egotiation , it will hav e ac­ 
cepted, in effect, the altern ativ e of force.

CAMP KILMER, N.J. 
This cou n try is gettin g a good 
deal of the cream of Hu n gary ’s 
brain s. 
Amon g the 25.000-odd refu gees 
who 
hav e 
passed 
throu gh 
this 
rather dilapidated wartime in du c­ 
tion cen ter du rin g the last two 
mon ths are phy sician s, en gin eers, 
chemists, techn ician s an d artists 
of top ran k in their own cou n try . 
Hu n gary alway s has been a world 
leader in scien tific research. 
The en gin eers, especially , a r e 
bein g coralled by American in du s­ 
try , some at fiv e-figu re salaries, 
almost as soon as they arriv e at 
Camp 
Kilmer. 
Others, 
few 
of 
whom fcpeak an y En glish when 
they reach here, might well go u n ­ 
recogn ized for a lon g time if left 
to their own resou rces. 4 
For this reason the Nation al 
Academy of Scien ces, sen ate of 
American scien ce, has established 
a screen in g grou p to determin e 
the qu alification s an d fin d places 
for all the refu gees who hav e at 
least college degrees. Man y hav e 
doctorates from Hu n garian u n iv er­ 
sities which lon g hav e been recog­ 
n ized as amon g the best in the 
world. 
Dr. Wallace W. Atwood, head of 
the academ y ’s in tern ation al rela­ 
tion s section say s already more 
than 500 highly qu alified in div id­ 
u als hav e been fou n d. Some hav e 
been placed immediately on the 
research staffs of u n iv ersities an d 
in stitu tion s 
like 
the 
Rockefeller 
Fou n dation , 
Agricu ltu re 
D epart­ 
men t an d the n ation al in stitu tes of 
health.

On the whole, the refu gees, man y 
of them former freedom fighters, 
appear to be of v ery high caliber. 
Man y hav e completed two or three 
y ears in Hu n garian colleges. Oth­ 
ers 
are 
ex pert mechan ics 
an d 
techn ician s. 
The 
college 
men 
are 
bein g 
screen ed by the World Un iv ersity 
Serv ice, which tries to ev alu ate the 
equ iv alen t of their edu cation in 
American colleges an d obtain fel­ 
lowships for them. 
The Nation al Academy is con ­ 
cern ed on ly with those holdin g de­ 
grees or with recogn ized profes­ 
sion al statu s. 
Day after day , Dr. Atwood say s, 
he becomes more an d more im­ 
pressed by the high qu ality of these 
men an d women . All are relativ e­ 
ly y ou n g. Of the hu n dred or more 
for 
whom 
well-pay in g 
position s 
hav e been fou n d on ly two hav e 
“ bou n ced,” n ot becau se of failu re 
to fill the jobs bu t becau se they 
hav e wished to bran ch ou t in oth­ 
er lin es. 
Non e of them is takin g a position 
v /hich might be filled by an Ameri­ 
can becau se, by an d large, Amer­ 
ican s with equ iv alen t qu alification s 
are n ot av ailable. 
Most of the refu gee scien tists 
are y ou n g. The av erage age of all 
the Hu n garian s at Camp Kilmer is 
on ly a little ov er 25 y ears. In su ch 
a grou p, Dr. Atwood poin ts ou t, 
there n atu rally are n o world-fa­ 
mou s figu res. Years are requ ired to 
achiev e high scien tific recogn ition . 
The screen in g process, Dr. At­ 
wood say s, is rev ealin g basic dif­ 
feren ces between Hu n garian an d 
American edu cation al methods. In 
this cou n try higher edu cation is 
open to almost ev ery body u n der 
the theory of “ edu cation for the 
m asses.” 
In Hu n gary on ly the 
ablest stu den ts in the elem en tary 
schools hav e been selected to at­ 
ten d u n iv ersities. 
A n otable fact, Dr. Atwood poin ts 
ou t, is that all the y ou n g Hu n ­ 
garian scien tists are particu larly 
grou n ded 
in 
m athem atics — a 
rather n otable deficien cy amon g 
American scien tists. This is du e to 
the emphasis laid on this su bject 
in Hu n garian elem en tary schools.

There is n o tellin g 
how far this tren d may go or its effect on 
crim e an d^u n ishm en t. The cou n try is so am u se­ 
men t - mad that there are people who wou ld 
go to prison for a chan ce to be seen on TV. 


IT WOULD BE n o su rprise if some gov ern or 
or warden han dlin g a rio* en liv en ed a telecast 
by in trodu cin g a jackpot qu iz show offerin g 
lu cky desperadoes a trip to Eu rope an d a 
y ear’s su pply of mon ey . We can imagin e a 
lifer gettin g as far as $50,000 an d a Hon olu lu 
v acation on ly to be asked, “ Do y ou wan t to 
qu it n ow or go back to y ou r cell, thin k it ov er 
3n d come back n ex t week with y ou r decision ?” 
Who wan ts time off for good behav ior when 
on a hit TV show? What prison er wou ld accept 
a parole if his prison TV program is gettin g 
n ation al atten tion ? 
THERE IS A DANGER prison in mates will 
dev elop TV person alities an d win coast-to-coast 
fame (riots permittin g) gettin g their start in a 
small hoosegow an d mov in g in to a real big 
pen iten tiary . 
We foresee prison program s called “Trou ble 
or Nothin g,” “Name That Goon ,” “ What’s My 
R acket?”

In fan t's T ear Dro p s 


Ov er the y ears the prev en tion of 
phy sical an d men tal difficu lties has 
receiv ed in creasin g atten tion from 
the medical profession . Certain ly , 
prev en tion is mu cn more effectiv e 
than treatm en t. 
Alon g this lin e, a distin gu ished 
colleagu e specializin g in disorders 
of the ey e has su ggested that more i 
mothers of small in fan ts shou ld | 
be aware of a trou blesome prob­ 
lem. 
Occasion ally the 
mother of 
a 
n ew-born baby will n otice a tear 
drop at the in n er corn er of on e or 
both ey es. She is often told, “ Don ’t 
! worry , let it alon e an d it will get 
well withou t treatm en t.” Some get 
better, bu t man y do n ot. 
The ov erflow tears are carried 
from the ey e throu gh two tin y 
open in gs in the lid margin s, close 
to the in n er an gle, to en pty in to 
a sac or pocket — the n asolachry - 
rn al — at the u pper in n er an gle of 
the ey e. From this sac tn e tears 
pass down throu gh a small chan ­ 
n el in the bon e to empty in to the 
n ose. 
Before birth the lower en d of 
this du ct is closed by a delicate 
m embran e. Shortly before or after 
birth the m em bran e breaks away 
an d allows the tears to ru n freely . 
, Un fortu n ately , 
sometimes 
t h e 
i m em bran e fails to break, the tears 


fill u p the sac, an d the ov erflow 
ru n s down the face. 
If let alon e, soon er or later the 
stagn an t flu id will become in fect­ 
ed. The discharge back in to the 
ey e will become sticky an d fi­ 
n ally become pu s. By this time the 
mu cou s lin in g of the sac is thick 
an d swollen an d the passage thr­ 
ou gh the bon e in to the n ose is prac­ 
tically closed. 
If properly 
cared for in the 
first two or three weeks of life a 
sin gle simple treatm en t will u su al­ 
ly stop all the trou ble. If the situ a­ 
tion is allowed to ru n on . drops 
hav e n o effect. Seriou s trou ble is 
dev elopin g in the sac an d du ct, a 
con dition that will often take weeks 
or mon ths of skillfu l han dlin g to 
correct. In deed, in some eases the 
sac is so disorgan ized that it can 
n ev er be restored to n ormal. 
Moral: Treat a tear drop early 
an d do n ot take the chan ce that 
it will get well of itself. It may 
n ev er do so.
